J) OF COURSE NAIVE TO EXPECT THAT EXPANSION U.S. - 
SOVIET ECONOMIC RELATIONS WILL GO SMOOTHLY. IN RECENT 
WEEKS OPPONENTS OF THIS TREND AND OF BILATERAL 
NORMALIZATION IN GENERAL ARE ESPECIALLY ACTIVE. NEW 
YORK TIMES AND SENATIOR JACKSON URGE U.S. BUSINESSMEN
